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ROOSEVELT AND CHANDLER 


I 


T is not material to the point at issue whether 


President Roosevelt called Senator Foraker, 


Knox and Spooner "senatorial lawyers" m his 
negotiations with the Democratic senators or 
spoke of them in a more respectful tone, although 
his heated denial would be more convincing if 
he had not so frequently found it expedient to 
seek escape from embarrassment, by branding, 
someone a liar. It is recalled that he-denounced; 
Judge Parker as a liar for intimating that Cor-' 
telyou .was holding .up the corporations for.,the 
Republican campaign.fund, but subsequent de-; 
velopments:have;shpwn'that iVIr,.Parker was not. 
a liar. There have been'so.many instances where 
Mr. Roosevelt has-denied things that he has said 
and accused those that quoted him of lying that 
his denials have ceased to be impressive., 


The important-thing, however, and which Mr. 


Roosevelt has nolfyet'cleniecl is that through the 
'medium of ex-Senatpr,Ciiaridler and Attorney 
General Moody .he entered' 'into an agreement
